Eden, it was said, told Plcrre- 
Etienne Flandin, the French for- 
! eign minister, that the British 
! were resolved that Germany must 
be brought back into the League 
of Nations "at any cost.” 

The intimation that such an 
offer had been made followed a 
split between FVance and Great 
Britain on the method of dealing 
with the International emergency 
which has arisen through Ger¬ 
many’s sending troops into the 
' Rhineland, the British refusing to 
follow the proposed French strong 
course of action. 

France Against Negotiations 

Great Britain suggested nego¬ 
tiations with Reichsfuehrer Hitler 
on his proposals for new peace 
treaties. 

France declared against nego¬ 
tiations so long a.s the troops re¬ 
mained along the French frontier. 

Great Britain refused to enter¬ 
tain the idea troops must be re¬ 
moved before friendly discussions 
could be undertaken. 

Belgium and Italy sided with 
France. 

These developments took place 
rapidly in a clay packed full of dip¬ 
lomatic and political action. 

Pierre-Etienne Flandin, French 
foreign minister, first broached the 
subject of combined action, within 
j the I>»ague of Nations, to force 
I German troops away from the 
border, at a conference of repre¬ 
sentatives of Great Britain, Bel¬ 
gium and Italy. 

He declared France would nego¬ 
tiate only if the troops were evac¬ 
uated. He suggested that if Ger¬ 
many refuse, the four nations join 
in asking the league council to act. 

Kdeii Turnn Biu'k 

Anthony Eden, the British for¬ 
eign .secretary, turned his back on 
this .suggestion.

COLOGNE, Germany, March 10. 
German corps commanders began 
their first inspection of troops in 
the reoccupied Rhineland today a.s 
confirmation emerged gradually 
that the Reich’s army on the Rhine 
was more than a mere assemblage 
of toys. 

One Cologne newspaper pub¬ 
lished a photograph of a battery 
of heavy artillery, being kept in a 
slaughter house yard of a Cologne 
suburb. 

These guns were not drawn 
through the city, and the disclo¬ 
sure of their presence lent 
strength to statements by foreign 
residents here that Germany’s 
army had come prepared to put up 
a stiff fight if called upon to do so. 

How many batterie.s were j 
brought into the Rhineland Zone, | 
demilitarized by the Locarno pact 
and the Vcr.sailles treaty, could 
not be determined because of the | 
official secrecy. j

Completion of development of 
the San Clemente and Doheny 
state parks was assured today. 
Work of improving the areas will 
start Monday, it was announced 
today by Dan Mulherron. director 
of the Works Progress administra¬ 
tion here. Mr. Mulherron today 
received final approval and alloca¬ 
tion of funds for reopening the 
San Clemente transient camp, 
whose members will do the park 
development work. 

One hundred local men will be 
quartered at the San Clemente 
ramp.

Legal bargains in tax delin¬ 
quencies will no longer be avail¬ 
able after April 20, W. T. I>am- 
bert, county auditor, .said today. 
Penalties of 1 per cent per month 
on bark taxes then will be added, 
amounting to added redemption 
costs of from 1.1 to 25 per cent, 
according to his figures. 

“Right now,” Mr. Lambert ex¬ 
plained, “property is being re¬ 
deemed on payment of back taxes 
with interest at only 7 per cent 
added. Interest is computed from 
July 1, 1914, this date being set 
by law regardle.ss of the period 
of unpaid taxes. The law br'came 
effective .lune 12. 191.'5, and ex¬ 
pires April 20, 1916. 

•Add I'en.-ilfies Soon 
“After April 20, then, we will 
be compelled to add the tax col¬ 
lector’s penalties. We also will 
add the redemption penalties, 1 
per cent per month from the date 
of delinquency. That is, instead 
of intere.st, we go back to the 
full period of delinquency and 
compute penalties.” 

Xone of the taxes collectetl by 
the auditor, it was expliiined, in¬ 
clude the pre.sent year. lOl.'i-lO.'iG. 
The.se are collected until the end 
of June by the tax collector. 

"Also.” he said, “those expect¬ 
ing to pay back taxes by install¬ 
ment mu.st make payment not 
later than April 20. as the ex¬ 
piring law also takes away this 
privilege. This requires that the 
1935-19.’16 taxes be paid to the 
tax-collector and a one-tenth min¬ 
imum payment, with accnied in¬ 
terest, be paid to the auditor's 
office. The .same is true of ac¬ 
counts which have been opened for 
a year. Unle.ss p.ayment is made, 
the accounts will be defaulted ’ 
Taking a piece of property as 
an example having unpaid taxes 
for the past three years, the total 
unpaid taxes amount to 15108.14, 
he explained, with sirniile intere.st 
at 7 per cent from July 1. 1914 
added. This interest on April 1, 
is .$11.26, bringing the redemption 
total to $121.60. 

Would .Mean Increase 
But this .same property, the au¬ 
ditor .said, would require $117.11 
on May 1, an increa.se of $1.6.71 
in penalties, or nearly 11 per cent 
on this particular property. 

Taking the .same property as 
an example in regard to install¬ 
ment payments, the installment 
payment would be $10 84, plus in¬ 
terest of $11.26, making a total 
minimum of $24 10. Remaining 
payments may be made over 10 
years, not less than one-tenth each 
year, with accrued interest on the

Captain Renouait tore the en¬ 
velope open, took out the thin 
sheet of official paper, ami look¬ 
ed at his wrist watch.

Dax woulil only have to order 
him to obey and he could only re¬ 
fuse That would bring it all to a 
head and would probably make 
it worse for everybody all around. 
What about getting the priest in? 
No u.se in that either. He knew 
what he’d say. Thou shalt not kill. 
Boor piece of translation, that. 
Should he. Thou shall not com¬ 
mit murder. The church ought to 
get that changed before the next 
war Make it much easier for 
good Clhristians to answer em- 
tiarrasslng questions. Why bother 
lo go on thinking about it? His 
mind was quite clear on this par¬ 
ticular problem and besides It 
was already made up . . . 

Renouart reached for s piece 
of paper and started to draft a 
reply 
Col. Dax: 

As I have already reported to 
you, my company left the Jump- 
Ing-off position to a man and at¬ 
tempted to advance. In the face 
of a fire which was. without ex¬ 
aggeration, decimlnating, they 
reached their own wire where 
they were literally driven to 
earth. Twice I ordered the men 
forward, and twice they obeyed, 
each time many of them, too many 
of them, rising only to be shot 
down. They had already displayed 
superhuman heroism. That, how¬ 
ever, was no protection against 
machine-gun and shell fire. I 
therefore permitted them to seek 
whatever shelter they could find 
ill their own trench, pending an 
opportunity to begin a fresh as¬ 
sault. 

There were no cowards in No. 
1 Company. I can personally take 
my oath on that for I was right 
amongst them and saw their ac¬ 
tions with my own eyes. 

There Is, therefore, no man In 
my company against whom I ean 
bring charges of cowardice, much 
less charges which would be ten¬ 
able. 

Moreover, and with all respect. 
I consider that it is not within 
the prerogatives of the military 
authorities to order me to act in 
a way which would be a violation 
of my duties as a citizen and my 
scniples as a CTiristlan and prac¬ 
tising Catholic. As an officer act¬ 
ing in a judicial capacity I would 
be guilty of dereliction of duty 


by bringing charges which I 
I knew to be false As a Christian 
' I cannot take a step which would 
brand me a murderer in my own 
eyes ss well as In those of God 
and my fellowmen. 

1 make this reply with the 
deepest respect for your peison 
and your rank, and I do so fully 
; aware of w'hat the consequences 
may be for me. My sense of duty 
as an officer and as s man does 
not. however, permit me to act' 
othei'wise.

Senator Gore of Oklahoma is another legislator who 
protested against the war with Germany. He was de¬ 
feated because of his anti-war attitude and was not re¬ 
elected until 10 years later. Although blind, he sees the 
situation a lot better than many of his colleagues. He 
says: 

“We can never keep out of any foreign war so long 
as we permit our citizens to travel upon armed belligerent 
ships, because whenever our citizens take passage on an 
armed vessel of a belligerent power its enemy will sink 
that ship if it can. 

“That dramatizes the death of an American citizen. 

“Feelings run high. Passions of war take the place 
of reason. Then, if there be sinister interests which have 
the sordid purpose of urging this country into war, they 
do not avow that purpose point-blank. They take advan¬ 
tage of the aroused passions of the American people, they 
appeal to their patriotism when our citizenship is uncon¬ 
scious of the fact that patriotic emotions are being turned 
to sordid purposes, and the country is plunged into war. 

“It is mob psychology, after all, that makes a war a 
practical possibility. Wars would seldom be resorted to 
as a mere matter of reason when passions are not run¬ 
ning rife.” 

War is the greatest curse of mankind. God is for¬ 
gotten and every principle of decency and civilization is 
trampled upon. Let’s stay out of it.

Unusual Opportunity 

I N GATHERING data on which to draft a new liquor 
law for California, public officials have an unusual 
opportunity. 

It may occur to some of these officials that the op¬ 
portunity is primarily political. In other words if those 
who draft the law can placate both the extreme wets and 
the extreme drys they can achieve a masterpiece in po¬ 
litical strategy. 

This is no time to mess up the liquor law with poli¬ 
tics. Experience should have taught that. If the fram¬ 
ers of the law are going to write into it merely the preju¬ 
dices of minority groups then the new law will be as bad 
as the old one, if not worse. 

There is an element among the framers that wants 
to study the workings of the British Columbia law and 
the laws in other countries where they have largely over¬ 
come the problem. That seems to be the sensible way. 

Full local option ahso is demanded by some. That 
would complicate the problem. More local control is need¬ 
ed in the issuance and revocation of licenses but the major 
responsibility still lies with the state. 

The liquor traffic cannot be eliminated or even re¬ 
duced by fiats. It requires education plus sensible laws 
and much tolerance and patience. 

If you fail to register by March 26 and lo.se your 
vote, don’t kick if your candidate is defeated.
